Thf Bi.ockade Phooi.awatiox.— 4 few days 
since President Lincoln issued a proclamation j 
raising the blockade and closing the ports along 
the southern Atlantic coast. The proclamation 
appeared somewhat anomalous, and it has boon ' 
asked what i« meant by raking the blockade and 
yet dosing the ports themselves. The question 
admits of a simple solution, if reference is mide 
to the legal bearings of a blockade in the pur- 
view o' international law. 

For the last two centuries, as the Washington 
Ctrorich says, it has been established b> the 
law of nations that paper blockades are neither j 
legal nor effectual. If one nation proposes to 
| blockade the ports of another with which it is 
j at war. a mere proclamation is not sufficient. 
An efficient naval force must be detailed to pre- 
vent ingress or egress at the ports blockaded, 
otherwise there is no real blockade, and vessels 
entering into or departing from hostile ports 
are not held to be liable to the pains and pen- 
alties of blockade- running. 

The Governments of France and Ruglaud 
have, as we believe, erroneously applied this 
law to the existing state of affaire in this coun- 
try, and have intimated that they should not 
respect the blockade of the Southern ports un- 
less it was made effectual, precisely in the same 
manner as would be required in case of a war 
between two nations. A blockade was there- 
fore Instituted by the Unified States for self pro- 
tection. It was, however, constantly insisted 
by our Government that the President, under ' 
the law, bad the right to close any ports of en- ] 
fry in the United Slates, and, in order to make 
that right still clearer, the law of July 13 lxfil, 
was pas-ed, empowering the President to close 
certain porta of entry. This was done by proc- 
lamation, ia pursuaaee of that law. It is 
true that a large naval force has been detailed 
to “blockade" the Southern ports; but this Is J 
not a “blockade" in the sense in which the | 
wort ie need by writers on the law of nations. I 
The United States Government was not obliged 1 
by the law of nations to “blockade” the South- J 
era ports by an effective force; for the closing ! 
of those ports was merely an official act of the 1 
President in obedience to the law passed by j 
Con grew. Had the Southern Confederacy been j 
«• “foreign power,” the mere proclamation of 
the President would have been only a “paper ' 
blockade.” But, under the Constiiutiou and 
the law* of Congress, the President had a right | 
to dose any porta and make them no longer I 
ports of entry. 

The stationing of vessels at these ports was 
merely a measure of police. They were placed 
there to tee that the municipal regulation* of 
the Executive were carried out This point has 
been twice judicially decided— once in Maine, 
by Judge Ware, the oldest Federal Judge, and 
the most honored authority on question* of ad- 
miralty law now living in the country, and 
once by Judge Betts, of New York, whose long 
experience in admiralty cases ha* made him 
one of onr most valued authorities in the coun- 
try. We believe that the same point has come, 
either directly or incidentally, before the Su- 
preme Court, and that the opinion of that, tri- 
bunal has been In conformity with that of the ' 
District Judges above mentioned. It thus ap- j 
pear* that the position taken by European j 
powers, that a regular blockade must be made, 
is entirely untenable.

It seems unace auntable 
that the assassination rhould not have been at- 
tempted daring Mr. Lincoln’s sojourn In Rich- 
mond, and still more so that it occurs at the 
moment when Virginia has submitted to the 
authority of the Union, and her armies have all 
surrendered or been dispersed. 

‘The act will, unfortunately, hare the ten- 
dency to create a wide-spread and determined 
desire to put a 6top at once to any disposition 
to deal leclentiy with rebels and traitors.

The Executive Department of this nation 
during the pa?t four years, has given the pco- 
p’e just grounds for confidence iu that wi.ieb 
constitutes the cornerstone of representative 
| institutions— tbe capacity of the i<eople to gov- 
ern then -elves. Wc have seen a m in born in 
the lowiicst, rise and grow in the affection* of 
the people, and finally called bv them to »!ie 
loftiest position in human affair;. lie h .d, ap- 
parently, cone of that training that i- ?uo 
posed to be essential to proper management of 
treat State exigencies; none of that ripe ex- 
perScnce in governmental matter? that gives 
promising a*-uraneeof sttccsss. Yet at hi? in- 
ouction to the duties of chief magistrate, be was 
Immediately environed bv the most complex, 
subtle, and almcst Inexplicable question?, upon 
tbe proj-er management of which depended tbe 
wtliere, safely, end prosperity of all that is dear 
to men. Upon the*-' question* the grea'e-t d i ver- 
sitv of opinion prevailed among the ripest and 
most exj-erienced statesmen, but t he man of the 
people tret even emergency under the light of 
an urdaltnirg integrity, and with manifesta- 
tions of a shrewd common sen-e that seemed 
superior to tire experience of other men. The 
bitter school in which his statesmanship wd? 
nurtured, found him a patient, honest, apt 
scholar, and he grappled the highest em'-g-n- 
cier of national affaire with an evruc-i, firm, 
courageous, and unfaltering gra p. The people 
*oon learned to trust him w i-.h a boundless con- 
fiitLce, and as tbe map of grand, startling 
events gradually unrolled, the popular mind 
felt that •‘the pilot who could n cither the 
*trrm'' was at the helm The angry surges of 
political antagonism billowed ihdr forces 
sgainst him, but broke into harmless sprav at 
bis feet, because his feet were firmly planted in 
ibe coufiCtuoe of the people. Upon many of 
the-e measuics which he inaugurated for" the 
public ssfetv that excited the most ar.gr v o;>- 
j*o?ith'n at their Inception, time has w-riti n ilic 
approval of tbe public judgment. He was free 
from those animo-ities that are often supposed 
to be inseparable from political power. Hi? 
entire carter mav he searched iti vain for a 
single record of the weakness of political auger. 
Towering al*>xc all other considerations was his 
honest devot. on to the public good; and it is 
the glory, the fconoT. the crown of hi* useful 
life, that no human being ever felt the Weight 
ot the hand of power iclrustcd to h*m. except 
for tbe clear, unmistakable safet y of the people. 
Hi- purposes were singularly jusc li-U; aii his 
alms were for the good of hi? country and the 
wt 'I; re of mankind, and hi? humanities were of 
the t' pc that generations of men love to lo >k 
n;cr: in the history of the illustrious founder of 
the Dutch Republic, and of him “ wh > wa* first 
jr. wat, first In peace, and first iu the hearts of 
his feilov- it zeus ” So meekly did Mr Lin 
coir, wear his great t lusts, so patiently did he 
encounter all difficulties, so kindly, so gently, 
so humanely did he admiui-ter the powers that 
belonged to the national trust confided to him, 
that he commanded the deep affection?, the 
r.bid’ng ct>t fidence, the earnest devotion, not 
only of bie own country men, but of all lovers of 
freedom throughout civilization. 

Tl;is great depository of the powers of .a grcit 
people, this illustrious exemplar of free iustita- 
t« ns, this loving and loveable ruler of the 
mii hlii st ration of the earth, was permitted to 
sec. from tbe Pisgah of successful wrestling in 
the field with the rebellion, the near vision of 
the land ol reft, flowiug with milk and hjney; 
but it was not given to him to enter upon the 
irberitanoe. At a moment when his own great 
heart was bounding joyously with the heart of 
tbe j<cople in rejoicing* over the imm-rtiaie 
prospects of peace, in the end of the rebellion, 
he was strkkeu down by the hand of an assas- 
sin. Frt m the heights of relief and joy wc have 
been plunged into the depths of distress and 
moun.irg. In tbe agony of grief a nation takes 
up Bebre w inspiration and cries out: “The 
beauty of Israel is slain in thy high place* How 
are the n.igLty fallen in tbe mitfttof the battle.” 

But despotism, haters of the people's sov- 
ereignty, have made their old and oft-rej>eatcd 
mistake in snpj>o*ing that the march of a 
m'ghty people mav be stayed bvtbe destruction 
of ibeir foretnoet ranks. Philip of Spain 
shot ked tbe almost universal sentiment of man- 
kind, and has received the execrations of subse- 
quent generations by his notorious Ban ag-un-t 
Wifi»m of Orange, the leader of the Dutch 
republic. He offered the most princely fortune 
ar d a place among the nobility of Spain to any 
one who would assassinate the grevt Repub- 
lican champion of the Netherlands He vainly 
flattered himself that the destruction of that 
ligl.-t of freedom would enshroud the Dutch 
republic in inextricable darkness. A spirit en- 
tirely skin to that which animated the gloomy, 
short sighted malice of the despot ot Spain has 
long compassed the life of the chosen cham- 
pion of the American people Pecuniary re- 
wards and honor* have been lavishly and pub 
lieh offered to any one that would take the life 
of Piet idem L'mcolo. and the stupendous crime, 
under these published incentives, has been per- 
petrated. 

On the very day commemorated by a large 
portkn of the Christian world as the anniver- 
*aty of the ? bedding of the blood of Christ, for 
no 'offence of bis own, the blood of the P.-esi- 
dt nf of tbe United States was shed for the faith 
ful discharge of his high duties It was a repe- 
tition of numerous effort* in the history of this 
T. tie. , to obtain by violeuee wh*t c ruld not 
btgakHd by appeals to tbe reason, the judg- 
u ent, the cor fit 1 once of tbe people. 

Thank God, the march of a mighty people 
cannot be stopped bv the a**a*?inauon of their 
lendets. Nothing short of the assassination of 
a wno:e people cun arrest me progress of a na- 
tion of freemen. 

With heart* filled with earnest gratitude to 
Heaven for the loan of such a man a* Abrah un 
Lincoln lo tbe exigencies of American affairs 
f r tbe pnst four ye;-rs, for even in that brief 
I eric d his eminent virtues have been a rejoicing 
lit ht in tbe path? of the people, we b)w to the 
t filleting dispensation that ha* taken him from 
us. But *e stand firm, with renewed drier mi 
nation not to be accessories to bi» murder by 
fal’ering for one moment in tho-e dutie- to tbV 
public safety and common wellare, whl. h he 
performed with one unshrinking courage, that 
( t mmarded our lore while he lived, and which 
sbaU be our example as he speaks from his un- 
timely grave.

of a wicked assassin. To-night, fellow-ettizen? I 
o deep and solemn woe has swept over our 
great ration. Tbe heart of the people of tbi- 
great Republic of ours, torn, rent deoccrated 
as it ha* been by rei-ellion. vet now U mived 
with deep and desolating griet at the great ex 
istirg loss which our country has susuiccd in 
the loss of Abraham Lincoln^ President of the 
L nited Stab s. I look at it onlv in a national 
t»oirit of view, as the lot* of the bead, the chief 
of oar great nation, filled with all his great and 
high qualities, and purj-ows unexpressed 
tor tbe future.. I feel that I am not alone 
giving expression to mv own senlitncuts 
but those ot the great mas* of the people of 
the United States, and I say that at this par- 
ticular time in the history of our country's 
stiugele to maintain the nation's life, we 
have no man w ithin tbe broad limits of tbe 
Union who could have been relied upon with 
more confidence than Abraham Lincoln. 
(Lb* ere]. He was a man honest and utterly 
without guile, a man of broad, comprehensive, 
and great intellect, a man over whose soul 
tbe dr-k cl> ud* of malevolence had never 
swept, the chambers of whose *oul were 
kept free from the pride of position uud 
power and filled only with the pure though;

field! believing we would “come outright yet.” 
Ere long the country wa? electrified with the 
new? ol the fall of Richmond. 

Tbe stronghold of rebellion had fallen, aud 
Ihe tboireards of lives offered up in the valley 
of Virginia bad not been offeree in vain. 8 ) »n 
after tbe chief army of the lelu-llion under the

1 of the republic [cheer?] anil, bright *igns were 
oietelliug tho coming of peace. The speaker 
referred to fhe p-o'itical contest between Judge 
I> uglas and Abraham Lincoln, : nd drew the 
ditf. rtme of character between the two great 
champions ol two great political parties. 

Tbe latter portion of his remaik? were taken 
up wi.h an admirable eulogy of the cli iracter 
ard ahilit? of the President. Wc regret that 
want of space prevents giving the speech in 
frill. 

MR GIITItr.TE’s RKMAP.KS. 

Hon. James Guthrie was next introduced 
and mode some remark? appropriate to the oc- 
casion. He said be scarcely knew what to say 
on that solemn occasion— except to repeat what 
he said fenr year ago that this Union can 
never be severed. Let no tuau be so deluded as 
to believe such a thing possible. He had seen 
and conversed with Mr Lincoln but three times 
in hi? life. He was politically at variance with 
him, yet he had yielded him the support due 
lroni every good citizen in the trying circum- 
stances bv which he wa* snrronnde.l, and as far 
a? he could consistently with his convictions of 
doty. No event in his life had shocked him so 
much u6 the assassination of President Lincoln. 
It seemed that he was to have the honor of sup- 
pressing the rebellion, and be (Guthrie) was will- 
ing that be should reap all the honor* of it. As the 
Bia-e of Kentucky had sent him to the Senate of 
the United States, he intended to have support- 
ed Mr. Lincoln's Administration as far as his 
own convictions of duty and of public policy 
would permit him. Hx said that it wa? more 
unfortunate to rebels that Mr. Lincoln fell by 
assassination than if he had diod by any other 
means. Tbe heart of the nation was for" peace, 
w ith a restored Union, and the i>eople looked 
to President Lincoln to give the country [reace. 
His (the President’s) heart was in the work, and 
all believed he would soon give the country 
peace. Be said President Johnson, like the late 
President, came from the people. He has 
served them with ability in Congress, as Gov- 
ernor of his State and in the United States 
Senate, and he had strong hope in him. He 
trusted the new President would bring to the 
discharge of Liie duties the same earnestness of 
t-uri-ose of the man he succeeds. Coming from 
the j e-iple a? he does, he will naturally obey the 
will r.f ihe i-eople in shaping the policy of the 
Government during his administration.

This sudden and atrocious deed is 
felt as a blow at the integrity of the country 
it-eif. and hence the new impetus given to pop- 
ular expressions of devotion to the Govern- 
ment cf the Union. And every foreign power, 
having recovered from the shock produced by 
the act of the cowardly and Inhuman assassin, 
will contemplate the spectacle thus presented 
with awe and admiration. 

6T Yesterday morning we published Major- 
Gen. Stoneman’s report of hi? expedition fiom 
i Knoxville, East Tennessee, into North Carolina, 
the report being dated on the 13th inst , near 
Slaters? liie, in the latter State. The great cam- 
paigns of Grant and 8hermaD, and the decisive 
\ events which have lately marked their progress, 
have wtllnigh withdrawn public attention from 
, the important achievement* ol Gen. Stoneman, 
who, since his depat ture from Knoxville, about 
the middle of March, has performed great ser- 
vice, largely contributing to the suppression of 
tbe rebellion itself. His present expedition, 
consisting chiefly of cavalry, was designed to 
destroy the Tennessee and Virginia Railroad 
ard all tbe rebel depots of supplies along the 
toad, to destroy bridges and break up the im- 
mense salt works at Wytheville in Southwest 
I Virginia, and at the same time act as a barrier 
! to any rebel forces retreating from Virginia 
southward. The expedition has been successful 
far bey end the expectations of its leader. More 
i ban five hundred miles were travelled, cover- 
ing some exceedingly rugged country - . Gen. 
Bioneman captured 1,164 prisoners, and, north 
of Salisbury, North Carolina, he captured and 
destroyed tho following list of public rebel 
property: Four large cotton factories and 

2,000 bales of cotton; four large magazines, 
containing 10,000 stand of arms, 1,000 rounds 
f mall- arms ammunition, 1,000 rounds fixed ar- 
tdiery ammunition, and 7,0C0 pounds powder; 
35,000 bustieis corn, 50,000 bushels wheat, 160,- 
000 pounds cured bacon, 100,000 suits gray uni- 
form clothing, 250,000 army blankets, 20,000 
pounds harness leather, and 10,000 pounds salt- 
petre; also a very large amount of sugar, salt, 
rice, and other stores and medical supplies, 
valued by the rebel medical director at $100,000 
in geld, in addition to the arsenal at Salisbury. 
The military works were being fitted up, aud 
were filled with machinery sent from Raleigh 
and Richmond, all of which was destroyed. 

The losses sustained by the expedition have 
been aery limited, and General 8toneman rep- 
resents his force now at Slatersville as better 
mounted and equipped than when he left the 
i city of Knoxville. Hardly any similar expedition 
during the war has been more fruitful of valu- 
j able results than this. 8toncman has placed 
his name side bv side with that of brilliant 
I Phil. Sheridan. 

<5T It has been a notable fact, daring two or 
I three years pest, that United States stock? have 
borne a belter price in Germany than in Great 
Britain or France, countries with which we have 
far more commercial- intercourse than with the 
former. This, says the Washington Chronicle, 
ia doubtless owing to the more friendly feeling 
toward us which exists among the Gcrmvns 
chan among the English and French; and also 
to the fact that the German immigrant? are 
generally far better educated than the Irish and 
English, and far more numerous, as well as 
better educated, than the French immigrants. 
They write frequently, and always hopefully, of 
the Union arms, while the others either never 
write at all, or else in a vein of despondency or 
unfriendliness to the Union cause. The effect 
of these Goman immigrant letters is to 
create a demand for United States securities in 
that country far bey ond what has existed among 
the unfriendly neutrals of Great Britain and 
France. Bankers, finding tbe demand to exist 
among tbe people, at once engage in the busi- 
ness of dealing in American stocks, and thus 
increase confidence in them. Onr Engli-h 
cousins and French neighbors have given the 
preference, so far a? good will is concerned, to 
the “Confederate" cotton loan. We wish them 
great joy of their bantling. It has for some 
months been in a sinking condition, and on the 
arrival of the news of the taking of Richmond 
and Petersburg, and the surrender of Lee with 
his whole army, the rebel fund no doubt disap- 
peared from the stock exchange. 

Gen Canby, having captured upwards of 
five thousand rebel prisoners and a large supply 
of artillery, now occupies the long and stub- 
bornly besieged city of Mobile. That portion 
of the rebel force which escaped from the ad- 
vancing Federal columns, has retreated hastily 
np the»Alabama river into the interior ot the 
State where Gen. Wilson, after taking 8elmi 
and Montgomery, is now operating with his 
splendid cavalrymen. Mobile fell into Federal 
pesceesion on the 9th inst., simultaneously with 
tbe surrender of Gen. Lee. Its capture is 
the most important event that has oc- 
curred in the Gulf Department since 
the fall of New Orleans in the summer of 1862 
li e occupation of Mobile, the chief city of Ala- 
bama, and the fall of Montgomery place that 
State completely under Federal control, except- 
ing the very limited section now occupied by 
.he reti eating garrison of Mobile, which, how- 
fcter, cannot long escape the clutches of Gen. 
Wilson. Alabama and Georgia have stood to- 
gether. and now they lie down together under 
the flag they have obstinately resisted so long. 
May tbe people of those two great States quick- 
ly throw off the impure garments of rebellion 
and clothe themselves auew in the bright ap- 
parel of loyalty. 

iJ^T When the intelligence of President Lin 
coin’s assassination reached Petersburg, y*. 
the prominent rebels there, headed by Roger A. 
Pryor, immediately called a public meeting to 
express sorrow over the lamentable event. The 
leading secessionist* of the Old Dominion know 
full well how great is the loss they have sus- 
tained by the untimely death of Mr. Lincoln, 
whose great heart was prompting the most lib- 
eral and generous measure* toward them. 
While President Johnson’s policy toward the 
ruling spirits of the rebellion may not violate 
any principle of justice, yet It is not likely to 
be marked by as magnanimous a spirit as was 
indicated by his predecessor.

EULOGY ON PRESIDENT LINCXiLN.

How solemn and how eloquent, is this occa- 
sion! Tbe purest mar — the noblest patriot 

the foremost man of the nation, Abraham Lin- 
coln, is dead. 

He In whom were centred the hopes of thirty 
millions of people, ha* been stricken down and 
is no more Tbe nation mourn* his loss. From 
the rocks of the Atlantic to the *and* of the 
Pacific — from the great lakes to the gulf — on 
every sea. wherever the flag floats — in every 
1 nd, wherever the spirit of liliertv breathes, 
grief weighs down the heart and sorrow fills 
t e air. How imperfectly can words express a 
grief so deep — a sorrow sb profound. 

Hearts that beat with joyous pride a few davs 
s noe for the victories which onr arras have 
achieved, now beat heavily with grief. E>es 
that beamed with joy at the prospect of return- 
ing peace, ore now dimmed with tears. 

A good and a great man. ripe in wisdom, in 
the meridian of his glorv, when he was con- 
t< m; luting how he conld best be magnanimous 
to them who for tour years have been — until 
compelled by our victories to lay them down — 
ir. ai ms agnitwt liberty and against the Union: 
bow he could be magnanimous, and yet be true 
to the great trust confided to him by the people, 
t ue to the best interests of the nation, has 
been summoned, without a moment's warning, 
to appear before his God, the ruler of the 
Ballons! 

How few there are of His servants who were 
l etter prepared coreceivethat summons, which 
it pleased God in His unfathomable wisdom to 
s r.d by the hands of an assassin. 

In the contemplation of this awful and tragic 
event. It teems as if we were rolled back two 
thousand years to the barbarous ages — as if the 
star of Bethlehem, tbe golden fruits of the Gos- 
I d. the civilization and progress of twenlv cen- 
turies, have been annihilated. We seem no 
longer Americans: but to stand again in the 
forum of Rome, with dead O sar at bur feet. 

While our hearts are saddened with thi* great 
sorrow — whi'e every feeling of kindness and 
( unrity has been outraged by this most infa- 
mous of wicked deeds and blackest of human 
crimes — we have need of all .our virtues and 
c.ilm self-possession to keep the feelings of re- 
venge against the perpetrators and sympa- 
thizers with this horrid tragedv from becoming 
uppermost in oar hearts. We bave need of all 
onr faith and religion to see beyond the black 
veil, which, like a dark cloud, shronds the 
present, and read aright the lessons which God 
intends It shall teach ns 

We bave, as a nation, reason in the midst of 
onr mourning to be devoutly thankful that God 
in His goodness has withheld the assassin's 
hand so long. 

A* we stand now, we can onlv see hvdra- 
l caded treason rearing hi* head in the CapitoL 
We can onlv see in this damnable deed the 
devil's black hard. Bat wait a little — we shall 
f*e God's back of it. 

M arching along with the armies of the Union, 
v. Uh your prospect and view shut oat bv the 
dost of the march, yon have found it difli alt, 
i) not impossible, to discern tbe point of vour 
departure, or to correctly discover yoor future 
destination. Il is only when you hive g lined 
the height of some commanding eminence that 
' on cor Id review the region over which von 
I ad journeyed, and see the destination of the 
1< mg lines of yenr fellow soldiers which were 
winding their way along the vtifeys and 
tbrongh the mountain passe*. And so now 
v-alking wearily and sorrowfully in the shadow 
of tbe great mountain of grief which arises be- 
fore ns. with onr eves dimmed with tears for the 
r Alton's lose, we cannot see what lies bey ond. 
When, through toil and suffering, we' shall 
have climbed to the summit of the mountain, 
with wandering eyes we shall then see stretched 

< ut before us tbe valleys of peace: and far l>e- 
yond, in the blue sky above the pnrple hills, tbe - 
i loud which seem* so dark to u* now, turning 
to silver beneath the rays of God's transcendent I 
love. 

I have said, that in onr great sorrow we have, 
as a nation, reason to be devoutly thankful to i 
God. that in His goodness He has been pleased I 
to withhold the assassin's hand until so much 
( f the great work of annihilating thi* fiendish 
rebellion has been accomplished. It is too late ' 
now for treason's bullet or tbe assassin’s dag- j 
ger to stop the whct-16 of iiiierty’s engine — to : 
nrrest ihe natim in Us onward march tow ard 
tbe acre-mplishnient of its purpose. It mav be i 
f be age of bullets, but it is also the age of U'eas. 

It will open tbe eyes of those who have been 
irylng “Peace! peace!” when there is no 
1 eace, to the realization that we arc fighting to 
save the life of the nation against a barbarism— 
tbe child of slavery — which is not le*s, but more 
to be dreaded that it find* its borne iu educated 
rod rnlthated minds It will strengthen tbe 
kn(es that bave knocked together or kneeled 
down at tbe mention of slavery. It will glre 
vigor to bands and arm* that have hung par- 
alyzed in its presence, and bid them lav hold of 
tbe roots of the stump of tbe tree of si a verv, 
that has fallen beneath tbe giant blows of the 
great man whose loss we deplore, and tear them 
lorever from American soil. 

When, in tbe history- of nation-, has one so 
illustrious been stricken down from so exalted 
a position.: When has so true and honest a 
patriot — one so enshrined in the hearts of the 
jieople, been torn from a nation's heart bv a 
murderer's Land? Looking back through the 
rges, to revolutions that have swept over the 
earth, ard (hanged tbe de-’inies of the world — 
n arching tbe histories of empires that hare 
i hen to power and greatness, and crutn tried to 
rn*t— we shall find none of all the great names 

< f those whose lives have been handed down 
lor the admiration of posterity that have 
h a roped their name* more in ieliblv upon the 
: gi in which they lived, or that will live longer 
iu the grateful remembrance of future genera- 
te ns. 

Hi* colossal proportion* will best be seen in 
sffer timts by tbe light of history. It is not tbe 1 
dwellers upon the mountains'' sides that fullv I 
realize their magi itnde; but to those who are 
t uriLer removed from Uun. thev appear in all 
) Peir scblimity and grandeur. But we to dav, 
r -nicmbering oil his greatness in the past — ids 
\ oice of wisd. m, from which all men their 
( me ns drew — his firm will, tree to the times in 
which he lived — his great goodness of heart — 
los broad hurnunit' — bis noble konestv and in- 
tegrity of purpose — can weave no wreath of 
w (.rds to crown his brow, or express the uni- 
' ersal woe. 

AtuerlcaV leader ha* fallen! The wall of 
mourning of a mighty nation fills the land.

A cabinet meeting was held at J} o’clock in 
fhe evening, at which the action of General 
Vhttman was disapproved by the President, bv 
tbe Secretary ol War, bv Gen. Grant, and by 
every nu mber of the cabinet. 

Gen. Sherman was ordered to resume hostili- 
ties immediately, and was directed that the ia- 
i tractions given by the late Prurideut in the 
ollowing telegram, which was penned by Mr. 
Lincoln himself at the capital on ihe night of 
the third ot March, were approved by President 
Andrew Johnson, and were reiterated to gov- 
ern the action of the military commanders. 

On tbe night of the third of March, while 
President Dneoln and his Cabinet were at the 
( npital, a telegram from Grant was brought to 
the Secretary of War, informing him that Gen. 
Lee had requested an interview or conference 
to moke an arrangement for terms of peace. 
The letter of Gen Lee was published in a letter 
to Davis, to the reliel Congress. Grant’s tele- 
tratn was submitted to the President, who, af- 
ter pondering, took his pen and wrote with his 
own hard the following reply, which he sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of Stale and Secretary 
1 f War. It was then dated, add ressed, and 
rigned by the Secretary of War, and telegraph- 
«d to Gen. Grant: 

Washthgton, March 3, 1865. 



The President directs me to say to you that 
he w ishes }ou to have no conference with Geu. 
Lee unless it be lor the capitulation of General 
Lee’s army, or on some minor or purely mili- 
tary matter. He instructs me to -ay th’at you 
are not to decide, discuss, or confer on any po- 
litical question: such questions the President 
holds iu bis owu hands, and will submit them 
to no military conterence or conventions. 
Meantime >ou arc to press to the utmost vour 
militari advantages.

The 
Mayor of Mobile formally surrendered the city 
about three o'clock on the 12th, tendering the 
service ot pilots to nm our lieet safely to the 
city. 

Gen Granger mta with a mo t enthusiastic 
reception on entering the city. He remarked 
that he nevir received so warm a reception in 
any place before. Three hundred gun* in good 
condition, anil a lerge anionut of ammunition 
were captured. About twelve hundred prison- 
ers. siik and stragglers, w ere found in the city, 
iucluding two hundred and fifty officers. All 
were sett to Ship Island. The conteuts of the 
Confederate commissary depot was tin ned over 
to the poor of Mobile Thirty-eight hundred 
r risont-rs were captured at Spanish Fort and 
Blakely. The Confederate gunboat Garrison 
has been captured. 

The Mobile papers having suspended publi- 
cation, Gen. Granger authorized E. O. Huile, 
coriespondent of the New Orleans Times, to is- 
sue a daily paper. He has commenced pub- 
lishing the Mobile Daily News. 

Gen. Comstock, of Gen. Grant's staffs arrived 
last evening from Mobile, aud goes North with 
despatches for Grant. 

Washington, April 22. 

New dispositions of the Army of the Potomac 
have been made. The 1’th corps has been re- 
lieved from guarding the S mthaiderailroid and 
ordered to Washington. Their pla'C< are to be 
taken by tbe 5th corps. The 5th and 2d corps 
have os ’yet received no orders, but are ex; et- 
itig to be sent to some prominent point.

3. It undertook to re establish the rebel State 
governments that had. been overthrown at tbe 
sacrifice of many thousand loy al lives and au 
iiumcDse treasure, and placed "arms and niuui- 
tions of war in the hand* of the rebels at their 
r spcctire capitals, which might be used as 
f on as the armies of the United State? wore 
Cist onded and used to conquer and subdue the 
States. 

4. By tbe restoratioon of the rebel authority 
iu ihtlr re-i*ective States they would be enabled 
to re establish slavery. 

5. It might furnish a ground of responsibility 
l*y the Federal Government to pav the rebel 
dett, and certainly subjects the loyal citizens of 
tue rebel Stales to tlie debt consummated by 
the rebels iu tbe name of the State. 

6 It put in dispute the existence of the loval 
State governments, and the new State of West 
Virginia, which had been recognized by every 
c euurtmnnt of the Government. 

7. It practically abolished the confiscation 
laws, and relieved the rebel? of every degree, 
who bad slaughtered our people, from ail 
pains and penalties for their crimes. 

8. It gave terms that had been deliberately, 
repeatedly, and solemnly rejected by President 
Lincoln, and better terms than the rebels hod 
ev er asked in their moet prosperous condition. 

It formed no basis of true aud lasting 
peace, but relieved the rebels from the pressure 
of our victories, and left them in a condition to 
renew tbeir efforts to overthrow the United 
Slates, and subdue the loyal 8tates whenever 
tiieir strength was recruited and an opportu- 
nitv should offer.

The citv troops 
acted as the body-guard to the corpse. 

In the procession were the Mavor, Council, 
ard other municipal officers, Federal officers 
of tbe army and navy, officers of the Judiciary, j 
menders of the Legisature, members of Con- 
tress and Representatives of foreign courts, i 
and numerous others of distinction. Toe fire- 
men aud other organizations were represented. 
The Fenians, Odd Fell iws, and colored men 
also appeared as members of charitable and 
other societies, with appropriate badges. 

The procession occupied an hour aud a half 
massing through the streets. Whan the old 1 
State-house having been reached, the corpse 
was taken into Inde|*endence Hail, where it 1 
was placed near the hell which flrst proclaimed 1 
the adoption of tbe Declaration of Independ- 
e nee. The houses, with but few if any excep- 
tions, were in mourning.

He then told Mr. Lincoln that if he would 
permit that body to convene it would doubtless 
recall the Virginia troop* from tbe field. 

Mr. Lincoln cautioned Judge Campbell against 
any misunderstanding, and gave iu writing 
l is only terms, which were those tendered in the 
Hampton Roads interview, to which he adds 
anotuer, that, in case the leaders persisted in 
the war, their property should be releatics-lv 
confiscated. 

On the way to Washington Mr. Lincoln wrote 
sn order to Gen. Weitzel to permit tbe Virginia 
Legislature to convene in Ki .fi mood for the pur- 
pose of withdrawing the Virginia troops from 
tlie rebel army, but not to allow the u*e 
,ot any treasonable language, nor tbe 
adoption of treasonable me,. -arcs, but oa tbe 
very day of his death he received a letter from 
Judge Campbell, tinged with the usual rebel in- 
sult nee. ignoring altogether the proposition 
w bleb the President hod made to him,and urging 
that though the power of the Confederacy wa* 
ct-troy ed tbe sp'ii it of the Soutbe'u people was 
still unbroken. If you wish to conciliate them 
he said it would be wise for you to grant an am- 
nesty, and necessary for you to treat with leni- 
ency their leading public men and seek their 
assfrtance. This was too much even for Mr. 
Lincoln's good nature. He characterized Camp- 
I ell’s course as ungrateful and outrageous. 
Meanwhile the surrender of Lee's army obviat- 
td Ihe necessity for convening the'Virginia 
Legislature, and he sent an order countermand- 
ing the cati.

Ex-Mayor Lewi*, 
of Savannah, a violent rebel, was present but 
kept quiet The parlor of Mrs. Tyler is where 
secessionibtt have often met dnring the war. aud 
was tbe headquarters of a rebel sewing society 
The Commercial s special says: Tbe name of 
the assassin who entered Mr. Seward’s house is 
Thompson. 

Tbe Port’s Washington special says: There 
bas been no fighting between toe forces of 
Sheridan and Johnston, and it was believed at 
bberman's headquarters that the surrender of 
Johnston’s army would take place last Friday. 

New York, April 17. 

The Tribune says editorially: The lamented 
head of toe Republic w as never provoked to 
the exhibition of one trace of hate or even 
wrath toward those against whom he was com- 
pelled to battle for the life of toe nation. Per- 
I dually held up to toe Southern people as a 
libel on humanity and tiger ravenous for bio id, 
he not only put forih no paper, no manifesto 
that gave the least countenance to their c alum- 
ni**, but he never in hi* most intimate and con- 
fidential moments indicated a hope that evil 
shonld befall one of these enemies save 
as it should be necessary for toe salvation of toe 
country. The blow that struck down Abraham 
Lincoln bereft the Union assailants of the firm- 
est and most powerful opponent of all avoida- 
ble severitv to suppressing their rebellion. 
Presidt nt Lincoln feJJ a sacrifice to his coun- 
try’* salvation as absolutely as though he had 
been struck down while leading an assault on 
toe rampai tt of Petersburg. 

His death sets the seal of fate to the decree 
that dooms slavery speedily to perish, not onlv 
in this country, but in all its lurking places 
throughout tbe world. To human vision it 
would seem that Mr. Lincoln had lallen at the 
very moment when hie loss would be most keen- 
ly felt. The soldier had done bis work. The 
liour of the statesman bad fully struck, and the 
President was ready and eager for the task. 
Had he lived a very few days longer we believe 
he would have issued a proclamation of amnes- 
ty which would have dissolved all taat remains 
ol tbe rebellion, leaving it* leaders no choice but 
between light and unconditional surrender. 

We have no special knowledge of the pur- 
;<-se* ol his suctessor, but we will not doubt 
the good Providence which has borne our coun- 
tiy so nobly through her past trials will con- 
tinue her guide and guardian through whatever 
may still be before her, and that the storm and 
gloom of toe present will speedily be effaced by 
ibe sunshine of peace, Uiion, aud impartial 
freedom. 

The World says: By no other single achieve- 
int nt could death have carried such a feeling of 
desolation into every dwelling, and have caused 
the w hole land to mourn over toe sundering of 
dear domestic ties. Had the country, previous 
to Mr. Lincoln's first election, forsetn what was 
coming, it would not have chosen for President 
a man of Mr. Lincoln’s inexperience. But if 
his party was to succeed, we doubt whether 
foresight and deliberation would have made so 
good a cboiee Any policy w hich a Republican 
President might have adopted with decision in 
the spring of 1861, and adhered with steadiness 
dm ing four years, would have exposed the Gov- 
ernment to be shivered into fragments by the 
shocks of changing opinion. Mr. Lincoln set 
himself to the performance of acts which com- 
mand the approval, even of his former oppo- 
nents, and the day which preceded his death 
was passed in emplov merits more full of prom- 
ise than any other in the calendar of this mo- 
mentous war. There will fall into his opening 
and honored grave no warmer or more plentiful 
tribute of honest sensibility than is shed by 
those of his loyal fellow-citizens, who did not 
contribute to his re-election. 

To-day’6 Herald says: Our institutions are 
fortunately of a character not depending on the 
life of any' individual for their maintenance or 
pi ogres*. The process of the American Gov- 
ernment is onward, casting its flames as it pass- 
es u]>on toe grave of each new martyr, but 
never halting in the march of its divine and 
irresistible mission. In Andrew Johnson, hence- 
forward President of the United States, we 
have a man of similar origin with Mr. Lincoln; 
l equallv the child of the people, equal in svmpa- 
tov w i'th their interests. It is no longer In toe 
jxiwer of changing fortune to take away from 
Abraham Lincoln, as might have happened had 
be lived, one of the most solid, brilliant, and 
stainless reputations of which in the world ’6

It is such a speech to the world 
as a Chri*tian statesman would gladly have his 
last — humane, cat ue.-t, truly but not technical- 
ly religious, filled u ith forgiveness and good- 
will. 

CcEccrr.log the effect of Mr. Lincoln's dc/th 
the Times revs: Tbe pe uliar nature of our in- 
stitutions makes itimj>ossiblethat any one man 
shonld be absolutely indispensable to their 
[ceser vation. If tbe' Emperor Napoleon hud 
been assassinated, all Fiance would have been 
in revolution before twenty-four hours. Presi- 
dmt Lincoln’s death, sudden and awful as it 
was, does not interrupt for an instant the grand 
movement of our Government. 

The Journal ol Commerce says: The nation 
lives. The Union is visible, a strong compact 
victorious over rebellion, and it i* for us to sus- 
tain i! now.

President Johnson will 
i doubtless soon issue some sort of manifesto *et- 
j ting forth his views, and what terms he ie pre- 
j pared to offer to the rebels, and what advan- 
tages are to accrue to them from promptly lay- 
ing down their arms. 

Nfw York, April 17. 

The excitement of tbe news of the assassioa- 
j tfon of President Lincoln ha? somewhat abati-d, 
but tbe sorrow of the masses Is not less, and 
1 manifestations of mourning are more numerous 
and impressive than was possible they shonld 
be on that day. Tbe draping of buildings is 
still in progress, and probably will be continued 
until the day of the funeruL A large proportion 
of our citizens aie wearing badges of mourning. 

The British Consul ha* issued a notice, calling 
a meeting of the British lesidents, for the pur- 
pose of giving expressicn to their sentiments on 
the assassination of the President. 

Archbishop MeCloskey has issued a circular, 
desiring appropriate honors to the memory of 
the illustrious President. 

The Boston paper* publish a letter from 
Edwin Booth to tbe Manager of the B >ston 
Theatre, relative to the suspension of his en- 
gagement. The letter closed a* follows: 

“While mourning, in common with all other 
loyal hearts, the death ©f the President. I am 
oppressed by a private woe not to be expressed 
in woids. But, whatever calamity may betall 
me or min*, my country, one and indivisible, 
ha? my warmest devotion.” 

The Po6t publishes an advertisement which 
appeared in tbe Selma (Ala ) Dispatch, offering 
to take the live* of President Lincoln, Vice- 
President Johnson, and Secretary Seward on 
pay incut of a million dollars in Confederate 
money. 

Wasihw.tox, April 17. 
The Evening Star says: On Friday last, Booth 
att about the National Hotel as usual, aud 
stroll* d up and down Washington Avenue seve- 
ral times. A gentleman of Booth’s acquaint- 
ance at this time met him in front of the Kirk- 
wood Hotel, and, in conversation which fol- 
lowed, made some allusion to Booth's business, 
and, in a jesting way, asked: “What makes you 
gloomy; Lave y ou lost another thousand in oil?” 
Booth replied he had been hard at work; that 
he was about to leave Washington never to 
return. 

Just then a bov came out and eaid to Booth, 
“Yes, he is in bis room.” Upon which the 
gentleman walked on, supposing Booth would 
enter the hotel. About 7 o’clock Friday eve- 
ning be came down from his room at the Na- 
tional and was sjioken to by several concerning 
bi* paleness, w hich he said proceeded from in- 
disposition. 

Tbe door keeper at the theatre noticed Booth 
as be passed, and shortly after the latter entered 
toe restaurant next the 'theatre, and in a hurried 
manner called for brandv. 

The Star says a clue has been discovered to 
tbe assailant of Mr. Seward. A man named 
Atrer Ward, from Port Tobacco, Md , and an- 
other named Harld, from the same place, hired 
horses at a stable on Fourth street two hours 
before the assault, and disappeared very sud- 
denly. It is known one of them went in the 
direction of Port Tobacco. 

In the forenoon several prisoners from Prince 
George county weie brought to Washington. 
As they were being taken to the Old Capitol from 
Provost Marshal Ingrahan's office, a large 
crowd followed, increasing in number at every 
corner, although aB precautionary measure the 
route taken was down back streets. 

The crowd was mostly one of all ages and 
colots. It being represented and reported that 
tbe parties were Booth and Surratt, and gain- 
irg credit as thev reached the vicinity of the 
Baltimore depot, the cry was raised: “Hang 
them!” “Kill them!" and at the same time the 
prisoners were attacked with stones. They 
were struck several time*, as were also the 
guard. 

TLe proceeding* were soon quieted. After 
the guard were struck a number of times they 
faced about and made to defeud themselves 
with tbeir muskets. The prisoners were de- 
livered to the superintendent of the prison, 
each of them having been somewhat bruised 
by tbe fly ing missile*. 

Among other arrests to-day were, it is said, 
several men in female apparel. 

WAsmvoros, April 17. 
Geo. F. Robinson, a soldier and nurse, who 
was in attendance on Secretary Seward on Fri- 
day night has related circumstantial lv the pro- 
ceedings in the chamber, from which it appears 
that it was through his brave and determined 
endeavors that the consummation of the mur- 
derous designs of the fiend were frustrated. 

According to Robinson's narrative, Frederick 
Sewa.d, Major Seward, and Mr. Hansell were 
all wounded on the stairs, as heretofore men- 
tioned in the corresjxmdence. 

As Robinson opened the door to learn the 
cause of tbe dl.-turbrmce without, the man 
struck at bis breart In hie hand he had a long 
I tiife, the blade of which appeared to be about 
12 inches long and one inch in width. 

Robinson determined to oppose his progress, 
lie raised his arm to parry the blow, and the 
consequence was that a wound was inflicted iu 
tbe centre of his forehead, close to the hair, 
which he wears turned back. The knife glanced, 
and the clenched hand, in which the rain held 
1 he dagger, came down upon Mr. Robinson’s 
face. aDd felled him to the floor. 

Miss Seward, at this juncture, escaped from 
the room and r m to the front window, seres m- 
ing murder. The assassin leaped to the bed 
where Mr. Seward lay, still apparently in a he’p- 
lest> condition, and gave a tremendous blow at 
bis face. He missed his mark, however, and al- 
most fell across Mr. 8eward’s body. 

By this time Robinson had recovered, jumped 
on the bed, aDd eanght hold of the assassin'* 
arms. While he was thus attempting to hold 
the assassin, the latter struck Mr. Seward on the 
left side of the face, and then on the right. 
They both got on to their feet, Robinson still 
keeping a firm hold of him. The assassin 
reached his left arm over Robinson's shoulder, 
and endeavored to force him to the floor. 

Finding that he eonld not handle Robinson 
in that position, he drop[»ed his position, which 
had been forced against Robinson's face in the 
hands which was around hi* neck, caught hold 
of Robinson’s rieht arm with hi* left hand and 
struck behind Robinsou with the knife. They 
still continued struggling for a few moments, 
Robinson forcing toward the door, which was 
open, with the intention of throwing him over 
the bannisters. 

When they had nearly reached the door, Ma- 
jor Augustus Seward entered the room. Rob- 
inton called upon him to take the knife out of 
tho assassin’* hand. Major Seward immediately 
clutched the assassin. The latter then struck 
Robinsen In tbe stomach, knocking him down, 
broke away from Major Seward, and rushed 
down stairs', whence hs cannot say. 

Robinson received quite a serious wound, 
some two inches in breadth, in the upper part 
of tbe tight shoulder-blade; another a little 
lower down on the same side, and a slight one 
in the left shoulder. W'hie struggling with the 
man near the bed.-ide, he had seized the wrist 
of his right hand, in which was the dagger, and 
did not releare his hold nntil knocked down bv 
the assassin near the door, and after Maj. Saw- 
urd had come to bis assistance. 

He returned to the door after hs found that 
the assassin had escaped and found that the 
Secretory had got off the bed on the floor, drag- 
cing with him the bed-clothes, and was lying 
in a pool of blood. Upon going to the Secre- 
tary he found no pulse in his wrist, and stated 
to Miss Seward, who had re-en tered the room 
and arked if her father was dead, that he be- 
lieved be was, but upon a second examination 
Mr. Robinson ascertained that his heart was 
still beating. 

Tbe Secretary then said: “I am not dead. 
Send for the police and a surgeon, and close the 
home.” He then placed the Secretary on the 
bed, telling him he must not talk. Mr. Seward 
did not speak after that. Mr. Robinson re- 
mained with Mr. S. until 11 o'clock next morn- 
ing, when he was removed to Douglas* Hospi- 
tal. Every attention is being paid to this brave 
man by the attendants of this institution, and 
his condition is very favorable. 

New York, April 18. 

The Herald’s special sat s: It is reported that 
the assassin who entered Mr. Seward’s house 
has been arrested. It is certain that one of the 
aseafsins, probably Surratt, has been arrested 
Sami. Mattofon, of Hookstown. Md., the one 
who wrote the letter found in Booth’s trunk, 
signed “8am,” has also been arrested. 

The Herald’s Newbern correspondent of the 
1.3th gives a rumor that Johnston was about to 
* urrender. A State convention to consist of 
delegates from all the counties, is called for the 
14th of May. 

The Herald's Richmond despatch of the 16th, 
says. General Lee arrived in that city, at half- 
past 3 P. M , on the 15th. He and his staff were 
received with the greatest enthusiasm by the 
populace. Cheer upon cheer was given them, 
even Union officers raising their caps to him. 

It appears by an order issued by General 
Sherman, announcing to his army the surrender 
of I-ee, Sherman has reached Smithfield, where 
he dates the order April 12th. 

The World’s Richmond despatch says: On 
Saturday evening, about 9 o’clo k, General 
Ord and Generals Ould and Mumford, the rebel 
and Federal Comini-sioners of Exchange, were 
sitting in J. W. Fox's room, at the Spottswood 
Hotel, when a telegram was handed in, an- 
nouncing th‘- President’s assassination. Ould 
exclaimed: “That is the worst blow the Con- 
federacy baa vf. had.” 



Washington, April 17. 

The popular pulse Is Hill at lever heat, and 
the eight of any kind of prisoner eu route 
through the streets is the signal for a gathering 
eiowd.

Some of 
them were generally believed last evening, but 
it now appiear* most probable, as we telegraph- 
ed you, that they escaped across the Potomac, 
ted are now seeking temporary safety among 
the guerillas over the border. 

The investigation of the great crime is still in 
progress by tbe authorities, military and civil. 
The testimony of a large number oi witnesses 
has been taken, and it has been ascertained be- 
y oed a doubt that General Butler was included 
among the victims selected by the assassins. 
III? alv ence from Washington on the night of 
ihe murder saved him from sharing the fate of 
the President. 

At five o’clock to day the route by which the . 
remains of the President would be taken West ' 
was undetermined. Philadelphians are anxious 
that the body be brought to Philadelphia and 
lie in state in Independence Hall. ) 

Mts. Lincoln is very ill. Her medical attend- 
ants were with her all last night and to-day. 
Bv Mrs. Lincoln’s special request, Mrs. Welles, i 
wife of the Secretary of the Navy, has been in 
constant attendance at the White House since , 
the tragedy took place. 

Attorney-General Speed, having tendered his 
quarter* to President Johnson on J. street, be- 
tween Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets, tbe 
President wiil take up hi* residence there uatil 
he is permanently located in the Executive 
Mansion. 

The funeral of the late President Lincoln will ‘ 
take place on Wedutsday. The military pro- i 
cession will begin to form at 11 o’clock. Ser- 
vices at the Executive mansion will commence 
at precisely 12 o’clock. 

Tb« funeral procession will move with the 
body from the executive mansion at 2 o’clock 
P. M , and proceed to the capitol, where the re- 
mains will be deposited in the rotunda, and will 
there lie in state until the arrival of the com- 
mittee from Springfield, Illinois, now en route 
to Washington to receive them. 

If tbe above named committee does not reach 
the city in season to proceed with the remains 
or Thursday forenoon, an opportunity will be 
afforded the public to view then the details of 
the programme of the procession and order of 
exercises at ihe executive mansion. 

Tbe invi stigations are proceeding very quiet- 
ly, as it is deemed best for the ends of' justice 
that as little publicity as possible should be 
given to the facts which are elicited. 

Lexoirf, N. C., April 16. 
The expedition under Major-General Stone- 
man, which left Knoxville, Tenn., on the -1 lst 
ol March, struck the East Tennessee and Vir- 
ginia railroad on the 4th inst, at Wvtheville, 
Christianburg, and Salem. Between these 
points tbirto-tbree bridges were burned, and 
twenty five miles of track totally destroyed, aud 
beside, many prisoner* were taken and consid- 
erable quantities of corn and other stores de- 
stroyed. 

On the 6fh, Gen. Stoneman moved via Jack- 
sonville, Danburg, and Macksville, arriving at 
Grant Creek, three miles from Solisburg. The 
rebel line lor tbe defence of the town at 6 A. M., 
on the 12th intt .this line was defended by artil- 
leivand infantry, was soon forced,and our forces 
t-nti red Halisbnrg at ten A. M., capturing eight 
stands of colors, 19 pieces of artillery, 1 105 
prisoners, 1,000 stands of anna aud accoutre- 
ments, 1,000,000 rounds of small ammunition, 

10.000 rounds of fixed ammunition and 
shells, 60,000 pounds of powder, 75,000 
complete suits of clothing, 350,000 army blank- 
ets, 20.0C0 pounds leather, shoe and harness, 

60.000 pounds bacon 100.000 pounds salt, 

20.000 pounds sugar, 27.000 pounds rice, 

1.000 pounds saltpetre, 50,000 bnshels wheat, 
§100,000 worth of medical supplies, 7.000 bales 
cotton, and 13 pieces of artillery were brought 
away, and all other stores not needed for our 
immediate command. 

We have destroyed the greater portion of 
lhe*e supplies, which had just been received 
from Raleigh; also one large arsenal machinery 
complete, six deficits, two engines and trains, 
and several bridges between Greensboro and 
Danville, with several miles of railroad track, 
were destroyed. 

We lo*t 'very few in killed and wounded. 
Among tbe latter is Captain R. Morrow, As- 
sistant Adjutant General, of General Stone- 
man’s staff

which was strongly picketed, and no one was 
allowed to pass. 

lie also i tilted that on 8unday evening a small 
squad ot oar cavalry had a colli- ion with them, 
and bad been repuked, but succeeded in captur- 
ing one oi them. In the mean time our cavalry 
were reinforced y esterday morning, and were 
utderstood to have them completely surround- 
ed, aud their escape wa* deemed impossible. 

Washington, April 17. 
The remains of the President will probably 
be conveyed from Washington on Thursday 
morning to Illinois, by way of Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia, New York, Albany, Buffalo, Cleveland, 
and Toledo. The time schedule has not been 
determined, bnt about one week will be occu- 
pied in reaching Illinois. 

Baltimore, April 18. 

A highlv important arrest has been male here 
to-day. Tbe name of the party is withheld for 
tbe present. He bas made a full confession, be- 
ing one of tbe conspirators against the life of 
tbe President, and acknowledging himself to be 
the author of the letter signed “Sam,” which 
was found in Booth's ttunk.

Late last night a man, disguised as a laborer 
and carrying a pack on his shoulder, approach- 
id the home occupied by the family of Surrott 
in this city, and was about to enter, when he 
was arretted, and, upon washing the dirt from 
his face, proved to be quite a different looking 
person from what bis appearance indie ited. 

He called himself Payne, and exhibited not a 
little embarrassment. ' He managed to ask, in 
agitated tones, “why he was arrested?” The 
colored servant of Secretory Seward was seht 
for, when she exclaimed, “That's the man; I 
know him by his general appearance and his 
mouth.” 

The servant then said there could be no mis- 
take. Others in Secretary Seward’s house at 
tbe time, who probably have a recollection of 
Suratt’s appearance, will be afforded au oppor- 
tunity to recognize him. 

Tbe man arrested is believed to be Surrott, 
who perpetrated the dreadful acts at Secretary 
Seward's house on Friday night.

Blakely is already invested 
and will be assaulted to-day unless the works 
are stronger than I now believe them to be.

Washington, April 18. 

To an address by a number of clergymen who 
called on him to day. the Vice President replied, 
thanking them in the warmest term* for their 
very kind mention of him and for their tendered 
support and encouragement. He spoke with 
feeling of the great personal and public worth 
of hi* lamented predecessor. In assuming 
the grave responsibility imposed upon him 
in obedience to the requirements of the con- 
stitution in consequence of this sad dispensation 
of Providence, he felt his own individual ineffl 
clency, and the necessity of the kind counsel 
and co-operation of all friends of their country. 
This support he should endeavor to deserve by 
shaping his course to those inimitable principles 
of right which underlie our Government. He 
eaid lie had a sure faith, that, if we adhered to 
those principles, the Almighty would save the 
nation. He believed that the nation had a great 
mission to fulfil, and that God would not allow 
it to perish until its work was done. They had 
alluded to the murder of the late President, and 
to the attempt upon Mr. 8e ward's life, in term* 
of just indignation and horror. The assassina- 
tion of any man, high or low, was a crime of 
the darkest dye, and especially was it diabolical 
when the blow wae struck at the head, the hon- 
ored head, of a great nation in the very moment 
of triumph. But this horrible crime was only a 
part cf the greatest of crimes, the attempted 
assassination of a nation, and he believed the 
American people felt it to be so. The reason wa?, 
he said, crime, aDd not a mere difference of po- 
litical opinions. The President closed by again 
thanking bis visitors forgiving him at thi* hour 
their Gcd-speed. 

Cairo, April 18. 

Letters dated “Headquarters Military Divis- 
ion of Wert Mississippi, Spanish Fort, April 9,” 
say: The left lunette of Spanish Fort having 
previously been taken by Gen, Smith, the 9th 
colored (Bertram’s) brigade immediately occu- 
pied the fort. They found two bras* howitzers, 
one 20 pounder and one 30-pounder Parrott, 61 
Napoleons, two 6 pounders, one 8-inch mortar, 
eight 8-inch Columhlade, a large quantity of 
ammunition, no mules or horses, and bnt few 
rations. The guns were spiked with ten-penny 
nails. The prisoners numtier 27 officers and 527 
men The capture of Spanish Fort gives us 
torts Alexis, Eugene, and Blakely.

The Times’s despatch, dated Blakelv, Ala , 
April lOtb, says of the capture of 8panish Fort: 
On the 8th twenty-two heavy Parrotts were 
within halt a mile of the fort, and half as manv 
mortars, while the 12th Indiana, 7th Massachu- 
setts, and 21st New York batteries were ad- 
vanced to within one-third of a mile of the 
enemy ’e works. At a given time tbe gunboats 
and all these batteries blazed swav, and at the 
same lime the sappers and miners advanced, 
killing every rebel artillerist that showed him- 
self.
